dy, Whence we prefurne , it cannot be un-scceptable to 
Hilofofhieal Men } to be fiill furnifht with new conjectures, 
and frefti occafioas, ferving to excite new thoughts, and to 
make farther Inquiries concerning this matter. For which pur- 
pofe we (hall here communicate to the Curious a Table , di- 
recting them to make Obfervations for the future, whereby a 
certain Hypotktfis is defigned to be confirmed, which an Intelli- 
gent Mathematician and Teacher of Navigation in England (Mr. 
Henry Bond) entertains, but thinks not yet fit to declare to the 
World : 'Tis by vertue of that Hypotbefis, that he hath Cal-
